THE BUILDING TIE-UP 


Several weeks have passed since the deadlock in the 


Myria building industry became effective, due to tht- de- 
mands of the contiacting builders for a 20 per cent re- 
duction in wages, and a concentrated effort on behalf of 
that organization to force this reduction on all building 
trades collectively. Efforts of both --ides toward the set- 
tlement seemed to be bearing success until the final 
meeting with the mediator on Saturday, when it was 
made plain that the employers v» ould not deviate one 
iota from their original demands m order to leach an 
adjustment. 


The unions, in their various conferences, have 


lacked the unity of action, and their (.ommirtees ha\c 
not had sufficient authority to reach a definite settlement 
on behalf of all their various ciaft*. no committee vuth 
full authority having ever been appointed TO represent 
the combined crafts with full power to reach a definite 
settlement, even were there remote possibilities of their 
Uoiilg so. 


The various conferences that have been held result- 


ed In nothing definite, partly because of the inability of 
the unions to place their bargaining powers in the hands 
of one committee with necessary power to act. On the 
other hand the contractors have shown no inclination to 
retreat from their original demands, which is equally 
true of the unions, though the latter have many times 
gone on record as being willing- to make concessions in 
order to bring about an adjustment, and ha-^ e always 
met with the one reply, "20 per cent reduction or noth- 
ing, and we will not sign an agreement." The building 
industry in the United States is more than eighteen bil- 
lion dollars behind, according to Secretary Hoover, and 
the first requisite towards resumption of building is the 
up-building of public confidence. Once the public places 
confidence in building values the way is clear. It is 
very apparent that our local contractors have ovetlooked 
this one essential. True, skilled labor must do its part i 
ttt the deflation of present coiistmctiou costs, but it 
should not be asked to bear the entire costs Of this de- 
flation. If the contractors, according to their state- 
ments, have made but a 20 per cent reduction, effective 
April 1, is it not an injustice to skilled labor to ask them 
to bear the entire burden of this reduction i Loral labor 
leaders have gone on recoid as statins?, "We will reduce 
pur scale of waaes proportionate to the eontiactois' re- 
duction, but we AN ill not take a 20 per cent reduction in 
wages when this sum represented the entire amount that 
contractors are milling to i educe, thus peimittmg labor 
to carry the entire buiden of the reductions offeied the 
JSlyria public." 


Bearing out this bpint. the carpenters* union ap- 


pointed a committee with hill power to act. in order -to 
reach an agreement \uth tht caipanter contractors, and 
we know that this committee \vas fully prepared to make 
all kinds of reasonable concessions in order that their 
craftsmen would be enabled to return to \\oik, yet they 
were unable to achieve the dcsiml result because the 
employers' association stood a<- a bar to prevent the car- 
penter contractor fiom n aching an agreement with 
their own employes, th. statement being made "that 
when this is setth d \\e A\ ill settle \\ ith all unions at once 
or none at all.'' 
'

that the emplow- should beat the tnll burden of -i ^0 
per cent reduction. There , an be no ,xcuse for eithoi 
employer or union to split bans on a verbal agreement 
or one that is u ntten. [or unless the individuals entering 
Into the same are really sincere, and both parties abide 
by such an agreement, a document is of no more value 
than is the spoken word. 


The sooner the present question is amicably settled 


the better it will be for the prosperity of our city 
The 


members of the employers' association should revise 
their present stand m order that tiuy might reach an 
understanding, bearing in mind that their differences 
Are not affecting them exclusively, but are detrimental 
to the entire community. Both sides should bear in mind 
that when all is said and done the general public is most 
•fleeted by their inability to get together.
